SENATOR FINNEY AS A PROMOTER OF 
PU.LIC MORALITY. 
Senator Finney’s bill to prohibit 
newspapers from publishing detailed 
accounts of executions has caused a 
great deal of amusement at that gen­ 
tleman’s expense, yet the principle he 
sought to inculcate is a good one. Jt is 
to avoid exhibitions tending to tbe de­ 
basement of humanity that public ex­ 
ecutions are no longer permitted, and 
a law which will prevent journals 
placing before their readers a detailed 
report of the sickening scenes incident 
to the legal strangling of a human be­ 
ing cannot but result iu good. It 
should also include a prohibition of 
the graphic accounts so popular now- 
a-days with sensational journals, of 
murders, suicides, and like horrible 
circumstances. It is a noticeable fact, 
and one which has been frequently 
commented upon, that suicides and 
murders seem to beget suscides and 
murders. 
When once the disease 
breaks out it rages with the fury of 
an epidemic. Who shall say that the 
highly colored descriptions so often 
found in the columns of city papers of 
how a man took his own life, or that 
of another, and how the dead body 
looked, illustrated by a carefully 
drawn diagram of the room in which 
the scene transpired, has not acted as 
an incentive to others to go and do 
likewise ? The effect of such descrip­ 
tions on morbidly sensitive natures 
may be even greater than the writer 
desired. Senator Finney aimed to do 
a great good, and those who ridicule 
his effort, do both him and themselves 
injustice. 


THE VAGARY OF A THEORIST. 
The editor of the San Francisco Post 
has a hobby which he rides with all 
the vim and fury of a Tam O’Shauter. 
lie wants to coniine taxation to land 
alone, and'produces columns of a wild 
Utopian sort of argument to prove the 
advantages and practicability of his 
theory. It would stagger the ordinary 
visionary to demonstrate to him that 
if his ideas were acted upon, the most 
valuable land in the State would not 
be worth a shilling per acre, but this 
editor is unabashed and answers that 
it would be better for the common­ 
wealth if there were no such thine as 
vested title to real estate, and the 
ownership of land only existed so 
long as the occupant found himself 
able and willing to pay the taxes on 
it. Under this beautiful system there 
would be no such thing as selling land 
and when the occupant of a piece of 
soil found himself unable to meet the 
requirements of the tax collector, be 
need only imitate the Arab or tbe 
noble red man and fold his tent aad 
steal away, leaving the premise» to 
the next comer, who may, without 
money and without price, enter into 
full possession and enjoy without 
let or hindrance until the revenue 
gatherer pays him a visit, when if the 
demand is deemed extortionate, as it 
most certainly will be, he too may 
seek other grazing grounds. The Post's 
theory is as wild and impracticable as 
the dark and shapeless vagaries of a 
dethroned mind. It may lind converts 
but it will be among those who do not 
own and never expect to own a square 
inch of God’s footstool. 


A NEW COUNTY PAPER. 
Neat, enterprising newspapers are 
effective advertisers of the locality in 
which they are printed. They are 
sure indications of intelligence and 
prosperity. They only exist among 
people of education and refinemeat, 
who read and think. The man of the 
world correctly estimates the business 
importance and moral character of a 
town by a single glance at its newspa­ 
per. To his eye its columns tell the 
story of a dull humdrum or a business 
activity—of a Sleepy Hollow or a Los 
Angeles. Measured by this infallible 
standard, Los Angeles county gives 
a good account of herself. She has 
three prosperous dailies, one semi­ 
weekly, three weekly and one monthly 
papers, besides the weekly issues of 
the dailies. The lust and newest of 
tbe weeklies is the Wilmington En­ 
terprise, which issued its initial num­ 
ber on Thursday morning. It is a very 
creditable production, twenty-four col­ 
umns in size, presents a neat typo­ 
graphical appearance, is well edited 
and ¡3 crammed full of local news. In 
his salutatory the editor, W. II. Ma­ 
son, says: “ The Enterprise will be 
devoted to the interests of Wilming­ 
ton and the surrounding country, and 
will use all honorable means to aid in 
building them up. It will be inde­ 
pendent in politics and moral in tone.” 
We extend the hand of friendship 
and fellowship to the new laborer in tbe 
good work, and hope tbe Enterprise 
may live long after the demands of our 
commerce shall fill Wilmington har­ 
bor with white sailed ships and smoky 
steamers. 


T he Hoard of Education of San 
Francisco recently elected three ladies 
vice-principals of schools. This is a 
sensible act. There are thousands of 
women as well qualified by education 
and disposition to nssume control of 
schools us men, and there are many 
reasons why they should be appointed 
t> the position. School teaching is 
abopt tbe only profession open to 
women and when they qualify them­ 
selves for a competent discharge of its 
duties they should at least receive the 
encouragement of appointment. 


MR. STANFORD AND NARROW GAUGE ROADS. 
Mr. Stanford does not appear quite 
as black as lie is painted. We have 
been led to believe that every railroad 
enterprise which does not conform to 
his road in gauge and so shape itself 
that it could not hut fall into his hands 
by the time it was completed, was 
sure to incur his displeasure and en­ 
counter every possible obstruction 
which he could throw in its way. If 
he ever did adopt this mode of pro­ 
cedure, the present indications are 
that his policy has undergone a radi­ 
cal modification. The projectors of 
the proposed narrow gauge road to 
connect Grass Valley with Mr. Stan­ 
ford’s road at Colfax have recently in­ 
terviewed him and find him not only 
not opposed to the project, but favora­ 
ble to its success. Governor Stanford 
expressed himself fully alive to the 
importance of side roads, eacli one of 
which he recognizes as a feeder to his 
main lines, and their trade, not their 
ownership, is what he desires. This 
kindly feeling on the part of the Pres­ 
ident of the Central Pacific towards 
narrow gauge roads will he received 
with pleasure by the people of this 
city and county. It is certain that 
several narrow gauge railroads will 
soon he running out of Los Angeles, 
and as they will act to a considerable 
extent as feeders to the broad gauge 
of the Central and Southern Pacific, it 
is desirable that a co-operative feeling 
should exist between their owners 
and the old company hotli in building 
and operating. 


San Fkancisco had one accommo­ 
dating man, hut he is dead. On Wed­ 
nesday last M. P. Tennant purchased 
a large quantity of strychnine—enough 
to depopulate a good sized village— 
and going home swallowed the whole 
dose. Stomach pumps and emetics 
were of no avail and Mr. Tenuent de­ 
parted for the other side of Jordan. 
He left a little note saying that lie 
committed the deed in order to accom­ 
modate his wife, who was so dissatis­ 
fied with him that she desired a di­ 
vorce, and he adopted the most effect­ 
ual method of gratifying her wish. If 
Mrs. Tennent does not erect a tall 
monument over her late husband she 
will prove herself an ungrateful 
woman. 


I t is just as we expected. The re­ 
form dress brigade of San Francisco is 
composed exclusively of the angular 
rectangular portion of the sex. The 
proposition tu reform Jemale dress 
down to the style those worthy 
ladies who came over in the May­ 
flower were forced to adopt, is not 
popular with good-looking women nor 
heauty-adniiring men. It is the men 
who pay for all these fine feathers, 
and th*»v are inst >is fond of seeimr 
their mothers and wives and sisters 
elegantly dressed as those ladies are 
of dressing elegantly.

J o h n s , April n th .—Thptiantain 
of the whaling steamer Panther gives 
the following account of his meeting 
with tlio steamer Tigress: On Friday, 
the 3d inst., the Panther was in longi­ 
tude 51 degrees 15 minutes, latitude 50 
degrees 22 minutes north. On her re­ 
turn to St. Johns, she saw a seamert 
apparently moving only under sail, 
with flags at half-mast. 1 went on 
board, when I discovered her to he the 
steamer Tigress. The Captain and 
chief officers were on deck. I was 
then informed that on Thursday, April 
2d, at 2 in the afternoon, the vessel 
was shaken all over by a terrific ex­ 
plosion of her boiler, which created 
great terror and confusion, as the es­ 
caped steam completely enveloped 
every department below. In conse­ 
quence all the steam facilities had 
been destroyed, and they had then 
been under sail against a head wind 
twenty-four hours. When I readied 
the deck of the Tigress a number of 
men were nailing together rough pine 
boxes for receiving the bodies of the 
unfortunate men who liad been killed 
by the explosion. The weather was 
dreadfully cold, with a stiff breeze 
blowing and heavy squalls. A num­ 
ber of men had gone below after 
watching and liad turned in on the 
top of the boiler, for the sake of the 
warmth. Nineteen of the crew were 
reposing in this way when the crash 
occurred and some of them were liter­ 
ally shattered beyond recognition. 
The engineers on duty were both 
killed.

SENATOR FINNEY AS A PROMOTER OF 
PU.LIC MORALITY. 


Senator F inney’s bill to prohibit 
newspapers from publishing detailed 
accounts of executions lias caused a 
g reat deal of am usem ent at th a t gen­ 
tlem an’s expense, yet the principle he 
sought to inculcate is a good one. Jt is 
to avoid exhibitions tending to the de­ 
basem ent of hum anity that public ex­ 
ecutions are no longer perm itted, and 
a law which will prevent journals 
placing before their readers a detailed 
report of the sickening scenes incident 
to the legal strangling of a hum an be­ 
ing cannot but result in good. I t 
should also include a prohibition of 
the graphic accounts so popular now- 
a-days w ith sensational journals, of 
m urders, suicides, and like horrible 
circum stances. I t is a noticeable fact, 
and one which has been frequently 
com m ented upon, th at suicides and 
m urders seem to beget suscides and 
m urders. 
W hen once the disease 
breaks out it rages w ith the fury of 
an epidemic. 
W ho shall say th at the 
highly colored descriptions so often 
found in the columns of city papers of 
how a m an took his own life, or th a t 
of another, and how the dead body 
looked, 
illustrated 
by a carefully 
draw n diagram of the room in w’hieli 
the scene transpired, has not acted as 
an incentive to others to go and do 
likew ise? The effect of such descrip­ 
tions on m orbidly sensitive natures 
m ay be even greater than th e w riter 
desired. 
Senator Finney aim ed to do 
a great good, and those who ridicule 
his effort, do both him and them selves 
injustice. 


THE VAGARY OF A THEORIST. 


The editor of the Ban Francisco Post 
has a hobby w hich he rides w ith all 
the vim and fury of a Tam O’Shanter. 
lie wants to couDne taxation to land 
alone, and’produces columns of a wild 
Utopian sort of argum ent to prove the 
advantages and practicability of his 
theory. It would stagger the ordinary 
visionary to dem onstrate to him that 
if his ideas were acted upon, the most 
valuable land in the State would not 
be worth a shilling per acre, but this 
editor is unabashed and answers th at 
it would be better for the common­ 
w ealth if there were no such thing as 
vested title to real estate, and the 
ownership of land only existed 20 
long as the occupant found him self 
able and w illing to pay the taxes 011 
it.

seek other grazing grounds. The Post's 
theory is as wild and im practicable as 
the dark and shapeless vagaries of a 
dethroned m ind, ft m ay iind converts 
but it will be am ong those who do not 
own and never expect to own a square 
inch of God’s footstool.

A resident of Ward Sixteen in Bos­ 
ton, believing tlujft drit^ng liquor 
was a perniciousf^stma^Ysolutely set 
ills f#ce against tüi 'Tamóir»' and put a 
barrel of ale in hi 
On tlie first 
eveghjjf of tlve purchase he repaired to 
tl^celiar to tap his ale, taking a kero­ 
sene lamp with him. On reachiKg the 
barrel he thoughtfully set the lamp on 
the floor in a direct HVie with the spot 
he was to tap, and takingthe faucet in 
one hand' drove in the bung, and 
meant to have applied the l'aucet at 
once. But the power at the vent was 
so great that the faucet was knocked 
from his hand and the lamp being in 
direct range was upset and put out in 
u flash. A less sanguine party would 
have plunged up stairs for another 
lamp; but he’d find that faucet lu the 
dark if it took him seventy-five years 
todo it. He dropped on his knees and 
described various circles with his 
hands, while the foaming and sputter­ 
ing ale whistled uninterruptedly. He 
moved around swifter and swifter, los­ 
ing the calmness born of his determin­ 
ation ut every unsuccessful return of 
the encircling hand. He bumped his 
head against other barrels, scratched 
ins knees on the floor and was bom­ 
barded in the face and neck and under 
his cost-tails by the fierce steam. But 
lie would find that faucet. He beat 
the cement surface with his fist, and 
prayed, and howled, and screamed, uml 
wept. But lie wouldn’t go after a 
light. 
The flying ale got into his 
throat ami choked him, and Into his 
nose and made him sneeze. It ran 
from his hair.

And down thereon his knees in 
tlie dark and living liquid he stayed 
like an honest and honorable citizen 
until ho had found that faucet, and 
jammed it into the barrel.

A New Version. 
The latest account we have heard of 
the passage of the Red Rea by the Is­

The writer 
itad been eating pussover or unleaven 
bread : 
When l'haraoh was Khedive of 
Egypt he was building government 
buildings by contract, and tlie Israel­ 
ites were working for him making 
brick by the day.

:t good article nor treated his employes 
with justice. 
The Israelites struckfor higher wages 
and eight hours a day, and organized a 
trade union and elected a man named 
Moses President. Mr. Moses was in 
tile clothing business; and because be 
didn’t knowanythingabout labor, tlie 
Israelites thought he would make a 
good presiding oitieer of a labor organ­ 
ization. 
When the Israeli(s struck, old Pha­ 
raoh hired a new set of hands, and 
they (tlie Israelites) concluded to go on 
a prospecting trip into Canaan district 
where there was represented to be a 
a big milk and honey ledge. Owing 
I o the snow blockade on tlie Suez 
Canal, the market was bare of yeast 
powders and the mills that made the 
self-rising flour had shut d>wu; and 
i the 1"-rite lites were afraid the claims 
would all be located if they did not 
get there quick they started off with a 
lew sacks of flour and mixed their 
bread in the flour sack and baked it on 
a hot rock. 
Alter they had crossed the creek, 
Pharaoh missed some picks and 
shovels, and thinking the Israelites 
had stolen them, he swore out a 
search-warrant and sent a Sherifl’s 
posse after l hem. The .Sheriff’s party 
missed the ford and were drowned, and 
to this day the Israelites eat unleaven 
bread iu commemoration of the event. 


Pacific Coast Postal Ring— Efforts to 
Break it Up. 
A late Washington dispatch says: 
Luttrell and Stone of Missouri appear­ 
ed before the House Committee on 
Postottices and Post-roads and sub­ 
mitted statements and documentary 
proofs In support of their proposition 
for an investigation of irregular pay­ 
ments made to contractors by tlie 
Postoiiice Department, and for action 
by Congress which will break up the 
present system of straw bids and 
worthless* bonds. Luttrell informed 
the committee that lie was not there 
to make war on the Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral, imt to provide means of carrying 
out Cresswell’s avowed purpose of 
economy, without subjecting the peo­ 
ple of California to several weeks’ 
stoppage of the mails, by awaiting 
new advertisements, while the worth­ 
lessness of the numerous bonds now 
given shall be discovered. He and 
Stone had tiled a process with the 
Controller of the Treasury against al­ 
lowing any more irregular payments, 
and now wished a change of tlie law 
so as to require bidders’ bonds to be 
approved by* Judges of Courts or res­ 
ponsible Postmasters. Subsequently 
Luttrell had a long interview with 
the Postmaster - General, at which 
Crosswell assured Luttrell that lie 
would co-operate with him in all 
efforts to break up tlie present Pacific 
Coast postal ring, and said lie had 
made an order that no bonds should 
be accepted unless approved by flrst- 
elass Postmasters, or without his per­ 
sonal examination, in which he re­ 
quested Luttreil’s assistance, which 
the latter willingly promised. 
The contract for currying tlie mails 
between Yreka and Shasta, heretofore 
awarded to J. P. Goddard, was to-day 
awanled'to Grant L Taggart, at $3,000 
per annum the long-pending tie-bid 
contest being thus decided by the 
Post nm stcr-G cnc rut.

A Curiosity. 


From the Virginia City Enterprise. 
Ex-Governor Blasdel lias shown us 
a great curriosity which lie found in 
tlie Franklin mine, American Flat. 
It appears that in some part of the 
mine a wooden spout was put up to 
conduct a stream of water out of the 
way of the men working in a drift or 
tunnel. This was done years ago. 
During a late visit to tlie mine Blas­ 
del discovered tiiat inside the wooden 
spout had been formed a second spout 
of stone. This stone resembles mar­ 
ble, and both on bottom and sides ap­ 
pear the regular layers resembling 
the “growths” of a tree, about an 
eighth of an inch in thickness, and 
dili’ering slightly in color. This stone 
cast of the spout presents ou the under 
side a fac-simile of tlie grain of the 
wood of tlie board forming the bottom 
of tlie spout, and it was the opinion of 
many persons who examined it that a 
portion of tlie wood had been petrified, 
and thus incorporated in the mass of 
stone forming the imitation spout. 
Tlie material thus solidified appears to 
be almost pure silica, with perhaps ag­ 
gregations of some grains and parti­ 
cles of other matter. The water form­ 
ing this singular concretion, almost as 
hard as flint, is as clear as the water of 
any ordinary spring or fountain. A 
similar coating of stone would doubt» 
less be formed in or upon any article 
carved in wood and placed where the 
water would flow over and around it, 
and some curious things might thus 
be formed.
